Boiler Blow? Up a t Vincennes At­ 


tended W ith Deaths. 


T R IB U T E OF N EG R O E S. 


A DOZEN MEN KILLED 


Man Thrown Fifty Feet In the Air 


and Residence of One Late ex- 
Chief Executive Snstains 
Some Damage. 


Vincennes. Ind.. July 30. — Twelve 
men were killed and over twenty in­ 
jured by a boiler explosion in the Vin­ 
cennes Paper Mill company today. 
The men were engaged in placing 
new boilers and the old ones were still 
in use. 
The latter were about to be 
taken out when an explosion occurred. 
The 
boller 
room 
was 
demolished. 
Charles Conners, a survivor, but who 
will probably die, was blown fifty feet 
In the air. 
One boiler 
was hurled 
through the roof of a building 150 feet 
distant. It tore down a tree and badly 
damaged 
the Harrison home, which 
was the residence of the late ex-Presi- 
dent William Henry Harrison, when he 
was governor of the northwestern ter­ 
ritory. Property loss is about $50,000. 


Place Memorial Window In Church In 
Memory of Stonewall Jackson. 
Roanoke, Va., July 30.—A handsome 
memorial window’ of General Thomas 
(Stonewall) Jackson was unveiled in 
the Fifth Avenue Presbyterian church 
(negro) 
Sunday. 
The window was 
ere' *ed by the pastor, Rev. L. L. Down­ 
ing. the money for its purchase com­ 
ing wholly from the negroes. The ex- 
excises were largely attended by both 
races, the Confederate camps of Ro­ 
anoke and Salem and the chapters of 
the Daughters of the Confederacy of 
the same places being well represent­ 
ed. 
Downing's father and mother were 
members of a Sunday school class of 
negro slaves taught by Jackson at Lex­ 
ington before the war, and these exer­ 
cises marked the realization of an am­ 
bition Downing has had since boyhood 
to pay fitting tribute to the Confeder­ 
ate commander.

A fierce struggle followed, 
but the officers succeeded In keeping 
possession of the negro and finally 
drove the mob off at th^ points of re­ 
volvers.

the courthouse, but the crowd was 
eluded by taking the prisoner through 
tho basement to Jail.

Samuel Pears, a well known resident 
of Washington county, returned to his 
home from a drive Sunday night he 
found his wife and two children dead 
and a third child dying from bullet 
wounds.
